The decisions reach- 
ed were as follows: 

1. The low prices for butter 
cheese and whoie milk which have 
prevailed for months and which are 
likely to continue for a good while 
to come, have created a critical con: 
dition throughout Canada in the dairy 
industry. The situation is so serious 
that its importance can scarcely be 
overestimated. 

2. The situation has been brought 
about by two causes. 

(a) Failure to increase the effi- 
ciency of our methods of milk pro- 
duction and of manufacturing cheese 
and butter to the same extent as have 
our competitors. The cure for this |. 
situation to a large extent lies with 
us and is in our own hands. Ss 

(b) World wide competition and |! 
prevailing economic conditions. Rem- 
edies in this field are more difficult 
to find and to apply. The surplus 
niilk, butter and cheese, which has | ¢ 
been depressing prices is due in ajt 
large measure to fhe-presence in our 
farm herds of tens of thousands of |i 
“hoarder cows” which are being main- 
tained by their owners at an actual 
loss to themselves and with great 
detriment to the industry. 1 

8. Competing countries such as 
New Zealand and Denmark are able 
to undersell our Canadian product in 
the world markets because their farm: 

ers have increased the prodyctive- 
ness of their cows to a point where 
they greatly excel those of our Can- 

adian cows. This is shown by the 
following comparative figurds.

Fatality Season Is Here 


The weekly list of holiday and Sunday fatalities has 
started. No sooner has summer madeits appearance, than 
we find a long list of fatal accidents, about evenly divided 
between drownings and automobile accidents. This wast 
age of human life in the summer season is so unnecessary 
that one wonders if the lessons of the past few years have 
been forgotten or ignored. In nearly every case, the vic- 
tims of accidents would be alive today had eyen the most 
clementary principles of safety and caution been observed. 
People would not be drowned if they observed ordinary 
care when venturing on the water. Carelessness in the 
boats, and vyenturesomeness on the part of those who are 
not skilled swimmers are the main causes of drowning 
accidents. All o* these could be avoided if people used 
just ordinary common sense when in or on the water, The 
same principles apply to automobile accidents. If motor- 
ists kept in mind the thought of that week-end list of acci- 
dents, and of the part which they are called upon to play 
in the interests of safety, there would be few fatalities. It 
is not enough that some of the car drivers should be cau- 
tious and drive with safety. There must be a recognition 
of these factors by all motorists. The most telling thought 
that one can present is that, before starting on a trip, whe- 
ther short or long the car driver should make up his mind 
to drive in such a manner as to make sure that he comes 
back alive and well. If he does not, then either his name 
cr those of his passengers are liable to appear in the next 
list of fatal accidents. No one would wish to deliberately 
court that fate. Why then, sheuld not all motorists be de- 
termined to avoid it by every human means possible. The 
Summer holiday accident lists have started. How serious 
are they going to be for the rest of the summer? The 
enswer to that question depends entirely on the actions 
of those who, in their holiday ramblings, place themselves 


in positions where they are liable to become involved in

“In travelling throughout the great- 
er part of Ontario during the past 
few weeks, I have noticed quite a 
number of bare spots in seeded down 
fields,’ states a Huron County opser- 
ver. “This condition applies particu- 
larly to alfalfa fields and has occur- 
red usually where the shocks of 
grain stood too long last fall. These 
bare spots might easily be re-seeded 
at the present time and not only the 
appedrance of the field improved, but 
the yield would be increased and 
weeds which invariably spring up in 
such thin patches, smothered out.” 

It is suggested that one simply go 
over the fields and sprinkle a little 
seed over each bare spot. Then the 
whole field is harrowed, this opera- 
tion covering the new seed and doing 
no injury to the growing alfalfa, pro: 
vided it is carried out in the next few 
weeks. Indeed many good farmers 
make it a regular practice to harrow 
their alfalfa fields every spring 
claiming that such thickens the 
stand and promotes early growth just 
as a vigorous raking of tke lawn is 
beneficial at this time.

The makeup editor does not often 
cir in the placement of news or in 
the handling of news. Both by experi- 

ence and intuition he has a true sense 
of proportionate values in regard to 
human interest, He sometimes acts 
contrary to his judgment, though de- 
liberately, in playing up some local 
news or propaganda for a particular 
public reason. But he lets the relative 
yalues govern his decision in most in- 
stances. 

These observations on placements 
and headings are based on articles in 
a newspaper which is ceassee by 
newspaper men as one of the great- 
est in the world. There is a relativity 
as to values which every editor fol- 
lows as closely as he can, and he is 
generally correct,

Such a 
constant discharge of water influen- 
ces rainfall over the forest and area 
adjacent thereto, The soil beneath 
a forest lets loose its moisture only a 
third as fast as soil in the open coun- 
try. Thus it comes that deforested 
land is a bad feeder of streams, giy- 
ing off its water content rapidly and 
dangerously, whereas the streams fed 
by adjacent forests maintain their 
level and purity the whole summer 
through.

MacAdam Is Decision of Board 

Following report submitted to the 
members of the County Council late 
ybursday afternoon shows expendi; 
tures of the Roads and Bridges Com- 
mittee up to June Ist, 1932, A great 
drop in expenditures is noted over 
the current costs of the year 19381. 


bers of the County Council— 

Gentlemen: 

Your committee on Roads and 
Bridges herewith submit for your con- 
sideration and approva® our’ report 
on the Expenditures up to June Ist 
1982, and a distribution of the appro- 
priations for the year. The winter 
and spring conditions were very un- 
favorable for the roads but we were 
suecessful in keeping the roads so 
as the public were not inconyenienc- 
ed to any great extent at a very rea- 
sonable cost. We are of the opinion 
that greater consideration should be 
given by the truckmen during the 
season when the roadbed is weaken- 
ed by the effects of the frost by not 
overloading. and complying with the 
regulations governing the use of 
trucks on highways. 

The total expended up to June 1st 
was $35,412.50 as compared with $53,- 
133.51 for June Ist, 1931. 817 labour: 
ers were employed for the month of 
May, 1931. While we may not be 
getting the unit cost of the work as 


low as 1931, we feel that the increas- 
ed cost is justified by the greater 
rumber who are employed on short 
periods. The bridge painting for the 
season is about completed, which was 
done by local day labour at a reduc- 
tion in cost of preceding years. 

One concrete bridge will be con- 
Structed this year over the Moira 
river in Marmora Township. This al- 
s0 will be done with local day labor. 
Pur policy this year is to spread 
the labour among as many families 
as can possibly be done, 

In the Report submitted to the 
Council of last January, you were 
asked to consider the advisability of 
lowering the road tax rate one mill 
or leaving the same as former years. 
After a full discussion in the report 
it was adopted at thé four mill rate 
as last year for the purpose of com- 
mencing a paying program on the Ma- 
doc-Belleyille road.

Ottawa—More men of 70 are at 
work in Canada than youths of 19. 

The septuagenarian of today is ac- 
cupying the job that a generation ago 
his grandson would have secured. 

The young Canadian does not real- 
ly become a man until he is 28 years 
of age. At least half have to wait 
until that time before they are in 
men’s jobs. 

These are figures gleaned from the 


last census and just announced by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 
At 28 the bureau points out, the 


Canadian's expectation of life is 42 
vears. Censuses show that of those 
who have reached the 70 mark only 
41 per cent. were unemployed or on 
pension.

July 31, 1932, will be in the neighbor- 
hood of 103 million bushels, according 
to an estimate published by the Bur- 
eau of Statistics. This is the small- 
est carry-over since July 31, 1928, 

Will Grow Lima Beans 

A fairly large acreage of Lima 
beans will be grown in East Elgin for 
canning factory use, according to re- 
borts received at the St. Thomas of- 
lice of the Department. Production 
tests have been made in both East 
and West Elgin during the last three 
years, and satisfactory yields of Lima 
beans reported. The average yield is 
1,300 to 1,500 pounds to the acre, The 


acreage of soy beans in the county 
will be small. 


Plan Your Program 

Now is the time to plan next win- 
ter’s feeding program, not next win- 
ter. At this time, farmers can esti- 
mate whether they will be short of 
hay and succulent roughage before 
next spring comes around. There ig 
still time to sow annual hay crops, 
such as soy beans, or a mixture of 
oats and peas. Both of these crops 
sive high yields, and high feeding 
value. An extra acre of corn for sil- 
age might be valuable. 

Seed corn, this year, is not only 
reasonable in price, but is of exceed- 
ingly high quality. A few extra tons 
of high protein hay, and a well-filled 
silo, will be of considerable assistance 
in reducing the feed bill next winter. 

Better Farm Practices 

In spite of the depression and the 
shortage of ready cash farmers every- 
where in Ontario are using this year 
more careful and thorough farm prac- 
tices than ever before, 

Seed merchants report that they 
have never had such a demand for 
high class seeds. All available sup- 
blies of alfalfa, alsike, red clover, 
wheat, barley, oats, buckwheat and 
Leas have been purchased and sown 
on Ontario farms. Strange to say 
there has been an unprecedented de- 
mand for registered grain. Hardware 
merchants report a wonderful sale of 
Screening material for fanning mills. 
Druggists report greatly increased 
sales of Formalin for treating grain 
for smut. Seed cleaning plant opera- 
tors report heavy increases in busi- 
Less. 

These facts all indicate that the av- 
orage farmer is not only taking ad- 
vantage of low prices but is doing his 
part toward meeting depressed prices. 
Me is doing everything possible to in- 
crease his yield per acre and thus 
lower the production costs which en- 
ables him in some degree to success- 
fully meet the present tow prices. 

Many Poor Hatches 

Reports received at the Experimen- 
tal Farm, Ottawa, indicate that 
chicks are not hatching as plentifully 
as usual this spring. Hatchrg as low 
as 10 per cent. of the total eggs are 
reported, while 20 per cent. and 25 
per cent, hatches are not uncommon, 
This condition seems to be fairly gen- 
cral throughout the whole of Canada. 
These poor hatches, along with the 
late season, may have a decided effect 
upon egg production next winter. Buy- 
‘rs should be advised to buy late | 
chicks with caution because experi 
ments have shown that chicks that | 
cannot mature before winter are a 
roor investment,

ly known for their interest in the live- 
stock industry of the province. Mr. 
Bull and Mr. Dryden are past presi- 
dents of the Royal Winter Fair. Mr. 
Bull is famous for his Jersey herd, 
Mr, Brethour has specialized in the 
breeding of bacon hogs, Mr. Scott is 
a prominent livestock breeder and Mr. 
Brien is chairman of the Livestock 
Records Branch, Ottawa. 
Ontario Plums for Britain 
The ten per cent. tariff which went 
into effect March 1st, 1932, on foreign 
plums entering the United Kingdom, 
in the opinion of Andrew Fulton, 
fruit growers’ representative in Brit- 
ein, offers a splendid opportunity to 
the Ontario plum industry to develop 
this potential export outlet. In 1930 
the United Kingdom imported 44 mil- 
iion pounds of plums, which is more 
than twice the annual production of 
Canada. At present the greater pro- 
portion of these plums comes from 
turopean countries. In Mr. Fulton’s 
epinion there is no reason why On- 
tavio should not capture a large por- 
tion of this trade. On the basis of 
prices received in recent years, the 
Ontario grower would receive prices 
ranging from 385 cents to 80 cents 
per 1l-quart basket at shipping point. 
Vhe Ontario varieties that have giv- 
en the best satisfaction have been 
Grand Duke, Greengage and Reine- 
claude. In anticipation of meeting 
this demand, growers should thin 
their plums this summer, if the crop 
is heavy, Mr. Fulton advises. In his 
opinion, plums can be packed and 
shipped successfully only through 
central packing plants and plums for 
export must be picked, packed and 
pre-cooled in the one day. 
Battling the Weeds 
Through a series of Annual Meet- 
ings, one in each County, more than 
1000 Weed Inspectors in Ontario 
were brought together along with 
Reeves and Road Superintendants. 
The Weed Act was explained and sug- 
gestions and instructions were given 
by A. R. G. Smith, District Weed In- 
«pector for Western Ontario and John 


D. McLeod, District Inspector for 
astern Ontario. 
Weed inspectors reported Sow 


Thistle to be the worst weed on cul- 
vivated land with Twitch Grass a 
close’ second: Both these weeds are 
now found in every county. Some 
counties reported Sow Thistle to be 
spreading while others maintained it 
is decreasing. One township report- 
ed a marked increase in the co-opera- 
tion and support of the rate-payers in 
the Municipality. With the exception 
of a few individuals, farmers general- 
ly are anxious to have the Weed Act 
judiciously and vigorously enforced. 
Road Superintendents | voiced the op- 
inion that Wild Carrot and Chicory 
were the two worst weeds on road- 
sides. Both these weeds grow rapid- 
ly after cutting and many road auth- 
orities felt they would have to resort 
to chemicals to destroy roadside 
weeds. 

Due to the anxiety of the average 
farmer to secure the highest possible 
yield per acre this year, Mr. J. A. Car- 
roll, chief of Weed Administration in 
Ontario, predicts marked progress in 
weed Control during the growing sea- 
son of 1932.

The car was 
dragged 135 feet before the train 
could be stopped. The body of the 
unfortunate man was thrown clear of 
the wreckage.
